Up to the present at least 150 prominent 
citizens of Ray and Clay Counties have 
seen the doctor and all are positive in their 
recognition. Not a person who ever knew 
Fraker has been found that claims he is 
not the man. Dr. Fraker is a man pos- 
sessed of many pectliaritiés. In his Ex- 
celsior Springs home he was known as such 
and since his advent into the Ray County 
jail he has developed many of them. He 
has not written a letter since he came 
and positively refuses his autograph to 
any one. When it comes to finances, the 
prisoner is not in it. He has less than 32 
upon his person at the present time. When 
captured in Minnésota he owed a grocery 
bill amounting to $10 and had to send -his 
rifle to square it.

Who Knew Him Long.

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ATTORNEY STARK’S LOBBY GRAB. 


The School Board should have no 
Gifficulty in arriving at & prompt de- 
ciston with regard to the attempted re- 
vival of the clatm of Attorney Stark for 
$5,000 for lobby services in connection 
with the increase of the merchahts’ school 
tax. 

The claim was settled once and settled 
right by the refusal of the board to pay 
it. The demerits of the bill were thor- 
\ oughly set forth then in Chairman Hut- 
tig’s report and the board indorsed that 
report as just. Mr. Stark’s request for 
arbitration is merely an ingenious device 
to avoid having the board again pass 
upon the claim on its merits or asking it 
to formally rescind its previous action. 
To refer the matter now to arbitration 
would de a confession that the board 
was incapable of transacting its business 
and would be an indorsement of an at- 
tempt to defeat the board’s will and raid 
its funds by trickery. 

The majority of the board know as 
well now as when it was refused before 
that the claim ought not to be paid.- If 
it were an allowable bill it would still be 
outragéously excessive. But it is not 
allowable, because it is rotten in princi- 
ple and embodies a dangerous precedent. 
The claim is nothing more nor less than 
a proposition to pay an officer of the 
board, who receives an ample salary, an 
@xcessive sum for lobbying in the Legis- 
lature. 

If this lobby grab ts allowed the board 
might as well establish a lobby fund for 
the pay of directors, officials and citizens 
who seek legislation in the interest of 
the schools. We shall have a school 
lobby joining hands with the failroad 
lobby. 

It is surprising to find such men as 
President Brockman and Director Holt- 
haus fighting in favor of such a raid on 
the school treasury at a time when every 
cert is needed for legitimate school pur- 
poses. The board should bury the claim 
60 deep that it will not be resurrected 
again. 

FEMALE SUFFRAGE 1 In Uran. 


The decision of the Supreme Court that 
women cannot vote at the coming Nov- 
ember election in Utah will be received 
by the Mormon element with disappoint- 
ment. This is a strange fact, and it 
fis no less strange that the decision win 
pe looked upon with satisfaction by the 
most outspoken advocates of female suf- 
rage ih other parts of the country, The 
réason is that the Mormon hierarchy has 
taken up female suffrage, with the cer- 
tainty that it would be of great ei 
to them in their silent but ceaseless war- 
fare against the advancing hosts * the 
“Gentile” in the Territory. 

When female suffrage was first Gen 
of in Utah it was opposed by the priest- 
hood. Those Who started the agitation 
did so with the intention of arraying the 
Mormon and Gentile women resident 

there against ¢he efforts being made to

rightly that, once a State, Utah would 
be free to a such marriage laws as 
it chose.

| the constitutionality of bounties by the 
| Supreme Court, to Which the case will 
Im all probability be taken. We shall 
then know exactly upon what ground the 
granting of bounties stands in the opinion 
of the highest court in the land. 

The Democratic party has always con- 
tended that bounties were unconstitu- 
tional and represented an unwarrant- 


, | able stretching of the “public purpose“ 


basis of taxation and the “public wel- 
fare” clause of the Constitution. They 
are contrary to the spirit of the Consti- 
} tution and are Gondemned by the major- 
ity of the people. It is probable that 
While the people have submitted to 
bounty-grabbing, 99 in 100 indorse the ut- 
terance of Justice Miller when he said: 
“To lay with one hand the power of the 
government on the property of the cit- 
izen, and with the other to bestow it 
upon favored individuals to aid private 
enterprises and build up private for- 
tunes, is none the less a robbery because 
it is done under the form of law.” 

It is not certain that the Supreme 
Court will take this view of it. But if it 
does not and if it finds some technicality 
by which the Constitution can be 
stretched to justify robbery and cover the 
tax-grabber as well as the tax-dodger, 
We shall at léast Know where we stand 
and how far wrong we have got. Even 
if sustained tm court the essential in- 
iquity of the bounty system will be im- 
pressed upon thé minds of the people 
and the steps necessary to abolish it 
forever will be made known.

THE ELECTION BOARD'S OPPORTUNITY. 


It is a matter of special gratification 
that in the appointment of Messrs. Harris 
and Saunders Gov. Stone and Mayor 
Walbridge have completed a Board of 
Dieetion Commissioners of whom an hon- 
est and efficient enforcement of the law 
may be expected. 

The value of the new law will be de- 
termined by its enforcement and, there- 
fore, the character and work of the com- 
missioners afe as important as the pro- 
visions of the law. The inauguration of 
the law’s operation is of special impor- 
tance because the methods adopted by 
the first board will sewe as. precedents 
for succeeding boards and the merits of 
the law will be judged by initial results. 

The law has been carefully framed 
to meet the needs of city elections. It 
contains all the provisions for the pre- 
vention of fraud that experience sug- 
gested. It Was drawn with the aid of able 
lawyers and representative citizens. 
| The board has an excellent opportunity 
to consummate the work of election re- 
form. It is to be hoped it will go vig- 
orously to work with this single purpose 
in view. It W to be hoped also that all 
good citizens will give the board active 
aid and support. Whatever weaknesses 
may be developed in the law can De 
easily remedied. 

The conditions are favorable for com- 

plete purification of city elections from 

the crookedness and corruption which 

have prevailed in them. The people will 

be satisfied with nothing less than this,
